(1) By January 15, 2020, the departnment shall establish a pilot
programto create an omni bus permtting process for businesses that
process or engage in clean alternative fuels.

(2) The pilot project nmust consolidate the application process
for environnmental and | and use commonly required of clean
alternative fuels that are issued by state and | ocal governnents for
facility siting, operations, or both. The departnment nust consider
including, at a mninum the followi ng as part of the ommi bus permt
application process:

(a) Water discharge permts issued under chapter 90.48 RCW

(b) Air emssions permts issued under chapter 70.94 RCW

(c) Solid waste permts issued under chapter 70.95 RCW

(f) Substantial devel opnment permits issued under chapter 90.58
RCW and hydraulic project approvals issued under chapter 77.55 RCW
and

(g) Building permts issued by a | ocal governnent.

(3) I'n adm nistering the omi bus permt application, the

depart ment nmnust:
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(a) Coordinate with the office of regulatory assistance and the
state agencies and | ocal governnents responsible for issuing each
permt included in the omibus permt, including the departnent of
ecol ogy and the rel evant county;

(b) Seek to provide a streamined and custoner-oriented permt
service, including by providing information or technical assistance
to permt applicants where appropriate; and

(c) Model the omibus permt programinpl enentation on the
coordi nated permt process open to projects of statew de
significance under chapter 43.42 RCW

(4) The departnent may initially limt the scope and scal e of
the pilot omibus permtting program but nust seek to eventually
i ncorporate as many products and areas within the programas is
feasible. By July 15, 2019, the departnent nust initiate the pilot
ommi bus permtting program by selecting at | east one county and
category of clean alternative fuels for which the omibus permtting
process will be avail able.

(5) The departnment nmay not charge an additional fee for the use
of the omibus permtting process that it devel ops under this
section. This subsection does not |imt the obligation of a person
using the omi bus permtting process to obtain individual permts
incorporated within the ommi bus permtting process.

(6) By July 15, 2023, the departnment nust submt a report to the
| egi sl ature regarding the inplenentation of the pilot program The
report nust include recommendations for reducing the regulatory
burdens on forest product and food producers.™
